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Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not a single paragraph 
within the range of 50 to 150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
references cited disclose an electronic camera with smear detection and reducing 
apparatus, where the method of reducing smear involves reading photometry 
information under certain exposure values and then changing the exposure values such 
as shutter speed and aperture and taking another photometry reading and subtracting 
this from the first photometry values to obtain smear amount. The prior art also teaches 
the apparatus with automatic gain control as a way to affect exposure amount. 
However, the prior art does not disclose measuring red, green, and blue information 
integral values rather than luminance information, in combination with a fixed gain but 
varying shutter speed and aperture value between the two readings in order to calculate 
a smear amount, further in combination with the other limitations of Claim 1 .

Yoshinao (JP 2002-305689) teaches a camera which reduces smear by reading 
photometry (luminance) information and then changing exposure values and taking a 
second reading of luminance information and subtracting from the first value to obtain 
smear amount. 

Kidono et al. (US 661 8090) teaches an automatic exposure control apparatus 
where image capturing is performed at a double exposure time and a single exposure 
time. 

Kidono et al. (US 7167204) teaches an automatic exposure control apparatus to 
prevent exposure errors resulting from smear.
